The  officer  asserted  that  each  plane  car- 
ries tv/o  maching  guns  which  fire  thirty  cali- 
bre shells  2200  times  a minute.  These  guns  are 
ef  f ect ively  i.used  up  to  a distance  of  5®00  yards 
These'  anti-aircrafts  weapons  are  destructive 
at  distance  varying  from  5000  to  15000  faet.
